1. Claims 1, 4-14 and 16-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combinations of elements, including a voice recognition device that is able to 
generate and transmit to a terminal a list containing several most probable text requests, the text
